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NORTHWEST  RANGE-PLANT  SYMBOLS 
ADAPTED  TO  AUTOMATIC  DATA  PROCESSING 


Many  range  technicians,  agronomists,  foresters,  biologists,  and 
botanists  of  various  educational  institutions  and  government  agencies  in 
the  Northwest  have  been  using  a  four-letter  symbol  list  or  code  compiled 
12  years  ago  from  records  of  plants  collected  by  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service 
in  Oregon  and  Washington.    This  code  has  served  well  as  a  means  of  entering 
plant  names  on  crowded  field  sheets  without  requiring  a  lot  of  memori- 
zation.    In  this  respect  it  has  proved  superior  to  the  old  three-letter 
symbol  list.    Yet,  about  400  changes  in  nomenclature  have  occurred  since 
1948  among  the  plants  listed,  and  increased  use  is  being  made  of  automatic 
machines  for  processing  data.     Therefore  it  has  become  necessary  to  revise 
the  list  of  scientific  names  of  plants  and  to  adapt  the  code  to  machine 
work.

There  is  some  overlap  in  the  above  taxonomic  manuals,  particularly 
those  by  C.  L.  Hitchcock,  et  al . ,  and  LeRoy  Abrams.     Since  Hitchcock,  et  al . , 
is  more  specific  for  the  Northwest,  all  conflicts  were  resolved  in  favor 
of  Hitchcock. 
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Scientific  names  which  were  rather  recently  found  to  be  synonyms 
are  underlined  and  enclosed  in  parentheses .     The  correct  scientific  name 
is  listed  immediately  following  the  synonym,   and  also  entered  at  the 
proper  place  in  the  symbol  list.     No  attempt  was  made  to  provide  a  complete 
list  of  synonyms;   in  fact,  most  of  the  names  recognized  as  synonyms  prior 
to  1941  do  not  appear  in  this  list*     Symbols  derived  from  names  which  are 
now  synonyms  are  also  enclosed  in  parentheses  and  should  no  longer  be  used. 

Common  names,  with  the  principal  exception  of  those  for  trees,  are 
in  accordance  with  the  second  edition  of  Standardized  Plant  Names  by 
Harlan  P.  Kelsey  and  William  A.  Dayton,   1942.    The  check  list  of  trees  by 
Little  was  followed  for  common  and  scientific  names  of  trees.  U.S.D.A. 
Handbook  No.  58,  Gr asses  Introduced  into  the  United  States ,  1953,  by 
F.  C.  Weintraub,  was  used  as  a  supplementary  reference  when  no  common 
name  for  an  introduced  grass  could  be  found  in  Stand ardized  Plant  Names. 
Use  of  capital  letters  in  common  names,  for  all  sections  of  the  list,  was 
restricted  to  words  which  are  proper  names. 


ALPHA  CODE 

The  alphabetic  or  "alpha"  code  is  an  easy-to-use  space  saver  for 
plant  name  entries  on  crowded  field  sheets.     In  addition,   the  code  can  be 
used  directly  in  advanced  models  of  data-processing  machines,  such  as  the 
IBM  650.    This  means  field  data  with  letter-coded  plant  identification  can  be 
transferred  directly  from  field  sheets  to  punch  cards  and  the  cards  machine- 
processed  without  some  intermediate  step  for .conversion  of  coding,  such  as 
required  by  those  machines  that  handle  only  numerals. 

In  the  alpha  code,  letter  symbols  are  used  which  can  be  readily 
associated  with  the  scientific  names  of  plants.     Four  letters  are  used  for 
specific  plants,   except  where  it  is  occasionally  necessary  to  add  a  numeral 
to  eliminate  duplication  or  to  add  a  fifth  letter  to  designate  a  variety  or 
subspecies.    A  five-letter  symbol  is  commonly  used  when  only  the  genus  is  to 
be  recorded.     For  those  workers  unfamiliar  with  our  system  for  forming  letter 
symbols,  five  simple  criteria  are  listed  below: 

1.  Symbols  for  SPECIES  binomials  are  composed  of  the  first 
two  letters  of  the  genus  and  the  first  two  of  the  species. 

2.  Symbols  for  SUBSPECIES  or  VARIETY  trinomials  are  made  up 
of  five  letters:    the  first  two  of  the  genus,  the  first 
two  of  the  species,   and  the  first  letter  of  the  variety 

or  subspecies. 

3.  Where  duplication  of  letter  symbols  for  species  binomials 
would  occur,  numbers  are  added  to  differentiate.  The 
number  is  part  of  the  symbol. 


4„    GENUS  symbols  are  composed  of  the  first  five  letters 
of  the  genus.     Duplications  are  resolved  by  changing 
the  fifth  letter  to  one  not  common  to  the  two  or  more 
genera  involved  I     Eight  genera  have  less  than  five 
letters  to  their  names;  hence,  their  names  without 
any  change  become  the  symbols. 

5.     All  letter  symbols  should  be  capitalized.     Use  of  capi- 
tals reduces  confusion  between  letters  and  possible 
confusion  with  numerals. 

Knowledge  of  these  few  rules  and  an  up-to-date  familiarity  with 
scientific  names  make  it  easy  for  many  field  workers  to  enter  immediately 
the  letter  symbol  of  most  any  plant  on  their  field  sheets.     Because  of 
the  few  variations  in  the  code,  and  to  make  use  of  the  code  easier  for 
those  unfamiliar  with  scientific  names,   it  is  suggested  that  field 
workers  compile  extracts  of  this  publication  and  include  only  species 
found  in  the  locality  of  their  work. 


NUMERIC  CODE 

If  only  conventional  models  of  data-processing  machines  are 
available,   automatic  processing  involving  more  than  one  species  can  be 
done  if  (1)  numerical  or  "numeric"  symbols  are  manually  added  to  the  field 
sheets  (near  the  species  listing)  by  afield  sheet  editor,  or  (2)  numeric 
symbols  are  automatically  added  to  punched  data  cards  from  an  acquired  set 
of  master  cards. 

The  numeric  code  is  a  six-digit  system.     For  any  one  species,  the 
first  three  digits  signify  the  genus  name;  the  last  three,  the  specific 
name.     Varieties  are  numbered  as  though  they  were  a  separate  species. 
Here  are  examples  of  coding  a  genus  alone  and  a  species  binomial:  Agropyron 
is  the  first  genus  listed,  so  it  has  the  numeric  genus  symbol  of  001,000; 
Agropyron  spicatum  is  the  fifteenth  species  listed  for  this  genus;  hence 
the  full  binomial  symbol  is  001,015.     This  code  was  developed  only  for 
"editorial"  and  machine  use.     Field  use  of  the  numeric  code  is  not  recom- 
mended. 


To  date,  the  following  range  of  genus  numbers  has  been  reserved 

for  four  groups  of  plants:

KEEPING  CURRENT 


From  time  to  time  this  plant  list  with  codes  will  be  revised  by  the 
Experiment  Station's  Division  of  Range  Management  and  Wildlife  Habitat 
Research,  which  holds  the  master  sheets  for  assigning  plant  symbols  and 
resolving  possible  conflicts.    The  Station  will  welcome  all  requests  or 
inquiries  from  institutions  and  agencies  in  the  northwest  about  addition  of 
needed  symbols .     Addenda  to  the  codes  will  be  sent  to  copy  holders  at  irre- 
gular intervals,  and  the  codes  will  be  republished  about  every  ten  years. 

Those  who  will  use  these  codes  may  be  struck  by  the  question,  "Why 
not  extend  use  of  the  codes  to  a  broader  region  or  the  Nation?"    This  was 
explored  and  it  was  found  that  a  broader  application  greatly  multiplied 
the  conflicts  in  symbols  and  the  idea  was  therefore  abandoned.    Hence  it  is 
recommended  that  workers  needing  a  system  of  plant  coding  in  other  regions 
develop  lists  for  their  particular  flora. 


POISONOUS  PLANT  NOTATION 

The  designation  of  those  plants  which  are  definitely  known  to  be 
poisonous  is  a  feature  which  was  added  to  the  following  list  as  an  after- 
thought.   This  feature  is  not  related  to  the  coding  but  possibly  adds 
another  reference  value  to  the  list.     Notation  of  poisonous  properties  was 
done  by  adding  behind  certain  common  names  a  slant  sign  (/)  and  the  capital 
letter  "C"  for  cattle  or  "S"  for  sheep,  thus  signifying  class  of  livestock 
most  often  affected.
